The  exhibition  game  against 
St.  Thomas  was  lost  by  Scits 
Blue  Bombers  with  the  ending 
**  score  20  to  1.  Although  Scits 
lost,  everyone  feels  still, 
that  we  have  a good  chance  to 
win  this  season. 

Two  of ^ the  team's  coaches, 

Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Scott,  felt 
that  a couple  of  the  reasons 
for  the  team  losing,  were  that 
Scits  was  not  only  out-weighed 
by  the  other  team,  but  also  that 
St.  Thomas  had  28  players  return- 
ing from  last  season,  whereas, 
Scits  had  only  27  players  dressed, 
fifteen  of  these  players  are 
rookies.

Thomas  never  scored  a touchdown 
by  running  up  the  middle,  but 
had  to  run  around  us  in  order  to 
score.  He  also  exclaims  that 
the  game  gave  the  team  a good 
physical  workout  and  that  this 
would  probably  be  the  hardest 
game  the  team  would  ever  play. 

Everyone  played  well  but 
there  were  a few  outstanding 
players  such  as  the  two  line- 
backers, Joe  Clark  and  John  Frangis.
